In preparing the verbal part of this report, your Committee will depart 
somewhat from the method hitherto practised by himself, and also, by his 
immediate predecessor in office. I shall firstly, make some general re- 
marks upon our schools and teachers, and secondly I shall make such 
special remarks respecting certain schools or teachers as pleasure or 
official duty require. 


SCHOOLS. 


Our scholars, taken in the aggregate, are very young. I can call to 
mind, no period in our school history, when so large a portion of them 
were under ten years of age. Out of the 165 pupils in our schools, nine- 
tenths of them are under fifteen years of age. But though young, [ ean 
say in truth that [ have never seen better material for developing superior 
scholarship. As a whole, they are a bright-eyed and eclear-headed class 
of youth, which require but the liberal parent andthe correct and faithful 
teacher, to educate and make of them noble men and women. Their 
deportment through both the Summer and Winter schools, so far as I 
could observe, of learn from other sources, has been excellent. Their 
progress in the different branches of learning, making due allowance for 
their age, and the inexperience of some of their teachers, has been very 
commendable. 


TEACHERS. 


Our teachers for the past year, with one exception, have been females. 
Most of them young, and one perhaps too young, to engage in so respon- 
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sible a calling. The smaliness of our school fund. and also, of most of 
our schools, are the reasons which would be urged for employing so many 
cheap instructors. . I would advise the employment of no teacher, male 
or female, under eighteen years of age. It requires a strength of reason 
and maturity of judgment not usually possessed at an earlier age. While 
I would avoid doing injustice to any teacher by way of comparing their 
respective merits, still, I believe strict impartiality will allow me to notice 
a few instances of particular merit, while all, so far as I know, have done 
well; some, having a larger experience, have done better than others. 
The individual who taught in District No. 1 in the Summer, and in Dis- 
trict No. 5 in the Winter, merits especial notice, for the untiring zeal she 
manifested in her labors, and the interest she awakened in the minds of 
her pupils. By a perfect union of gentleness with firmness, and an un- 
tiring devotion to their intellectual advancement, she awoke responsive 
feelings of love and enthusiasm in the. hearts of those committed to her 
care. 


The above remarks will apply with equal force to Miss Florette Powers 
who taught the Summer term in District No. 2 and the Winter term in 
District No.3. A spirit of kindness associated with gentle manners, has 
ever secured for her the obedience and love of her pupils. The Winter 
term in District No. 2 was avery pleasant and profitable one to both, 
teacher and pupils. Mr. Boyce may be regarded as an experienced and 
successful educator. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


Our schools are very poorly supplied with Dictionaries. This text-book 
should be upon the desk of every scholar. Its use is inseparably connec- 
ted with reading and spelling. Language is the medium of thought, and 
also the material with which we clothe our ideas. Beautiful thoughts, 
should be instilled into the minds of our children, They should therefore 
have appropriate language with which to clothe them. There is no period 
like youth, for storing the mind with the meaning and use of words. The 
memory is then most active and retentive. 


Notwithstanding a partial change was made one year ago, in our school 
Geographies, still I assumed the responsibility to effect a complete change 
at the commencement of our Winter schools. I introduced Guyot’s Geog- 
raphies, because I consider it the best book of the kind in use in our 
common schools. Itis constructed upon the objective method of teaching 
the science. In this method of teaching, the memory and imagination of 
the pupil are not alone appealed to, but the special senses of sight and 
touch, are called into exercise, and the map drawn upon the board, is at 
the same time mapped upon the mind or brain so vividly that years will 
not efface it. ‘The best examination in Geography that I ever witnessed, 
was at the closing examination of the Winter school in District No. 3 
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taught by Miss Powers. ‘Too little attention has been given to the stu y 
of Geography, in our schools. The system now introduced, I trust will 
awaken a new zeal and interest in its study. 

The late achievements of steam and electricity have established a neigh- 
borhood and brotherhood among the many nations of the earth. Rapid 
and important changes are being made in the political, religious and social 
condition of men. Hence the importance of awakening a new interest in 
the study of Geography. I would urge the necessity of furnishing our 
school-rooms with globes and outline maps. Every facility should be 
furnished the scholar to aid his advancement in Geographical knowledge. 
The expense attending their introduction would be trifling, their value 
incalculable. Will Committees the coming year, heed the important sug- 
gestion’ 

The school-room in District No. 2, is a beautiful one; but its walls are 
nearly or entirely naked. They should be clothed with outline maps, 
charts and beautiful mottoes. I believe such embellishments exert a 
powerful influence in stimulating and giving direction to thought. 

Parents have manifested an unusual interest in the affairs of the school- 
room during the past year. Such action on their part, served no doubt 
to encourage both teacher and pupil. In most of the districts, large 
numbers attended the closing examination. 

In conclusion, allow me to tender my sincere thanks to parents for the 
confidence reposed, and to teachers and pupils for the respect and defer- 
ence universally shown me. WitiiAmMs Barron.
